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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim defines an indefinite negative limitation in "without . . .protruding". For example, 
the angularity of the attachment member could be such as to protrude at a severe angle to 
the roof panel. Suggest using the words —with an end portion of the attachment member 
being located within a thickness of the bracket-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Watanabe et al.. 
Watanabe et al. has roof trim 30, bracket member 38, accessory 12, attachment member 
16 engaging a roof panel at 28 A, temporarily holding the accessory 12 in figure 4, and 
another position in figure 5 wherein the attachment member 16 protrudes from a back 
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side of the bracket 38 engaging the roof panel and fastening all of members 12, 38, and 
30 to the roof panel, and inserted body 20. 

As to claim 7, Watanabe et al. has opening 32 in the bracket, opening 36 in the roof 
panel, assembly shown in figure 4 in first relative position and figure 5 in a second 
relative position wherein the attachment member is stressed outwardly by insertion body 
20 at 44A/46. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 1/18/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Please see the detailed action above. 

Conclusion
